{here are diuers moments already publicht in Pꝛint 
to the woꝛld manileſtung and ſhe ting, that the Coaſts and 
parts of Virginia haue beene long ſince diſconered,peopled 
and poſſeſſed by many Engliſh,voth men, women, and cbil⸗ 
dꝛen, the natur all ſubtedaol our late — Elizabeth, of 
famous memoꝛie, — ——-—-—t— 
And that theſame footing and poſſeſſion is there k 
poſſeſſed by the (ame Engliſh oꝛ by their ſeede and 
without any interruption oz inuaſion either of the Sauages 
(the natiues ofthe countrie)o2 of any other P2ince oz people 
(foz ought wee heare oz know) to this day, which argueth 
- ſufficiently tu vs (and it is true)that oner thoſe Engiuſh and 
Indian people , no Ch2iffian King 02 Pꝛince (other then 
Ja nes our HoueraigneLo2d and Ring ) ought ta haue rule 
o Dominion, oʒ can bp poſſeſſion ,02 inheritance, 
truely clue on mae tuft title to thoſe Territazies , n to 
anppart there al, except it bee ( as wee hear oflate) that a 
challenge is laid to all, by vertne of a Donation from Alex- 


ander the ſirt, ope of Rome, wherein(they ſay )is giuen all 
the Melt Judies,inchuding locidaand V ir ai, with all 
—ů — 42 adlacent. 


| But whatisthistovs ? they are blindindeede that um- 
ble here, it is much like that great donation of Conſtantine 
whereby the Pope bimlelfe doeth bold and t laime the Citie 
ol Rome, and all the Wefferne Empire, a thing that ſo croſ- 
ſeth all Hilkoꝛies ol truth, and ſound Antiquitie, that by the 
apt reſemblance of thoſc two Donattons , the whole Mei 
Empire, from a tempozall Pzince to the Pope , and the 
whole Weſt Indies,from the Pope to atempozall Pzince, 
J doe verily geile they be neere of kinne,thepare ſo like each 
other, the one an olde tale vaine and fabulows,the other a 
new top molt idle andridiculous, 
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When the tlatterers of Cambiſes King of Þcrfia , conld 

find nolaw to warrant his immoderace luſt and inceſtuous 
marlage with his owne daughter, pet they told him ofano- 
ther law which they bad ſonnd, wherby/theKings of Perſia 
might doe what they liſted: it in th ele caſes likewiſe there ber 
à law that the Pope map doe what he lit, let them that liſt 
obey him, fo; we beleeue not in him. 

Letting goe (thezefoze ) theſe legendarie ſables, which 
howſoener ſome men holde authenticke as their Creede, vet 
are they in the judgement of wiſe men, things ol no value, 
noꝛ doe tmpozt to vs, any canſe ol doubt ozfeare, but that 
wee goe on in our honeſt enterpꝛiſe, and lawfull purpoſe 
now in hand, that (as wee hope) bis Paieſtie mindeth 
not the reliquiſhing his eſtate and entereſt, deriued to him 
bp right ol ſucceſſion, from his immediate pzedeceſſo2, but 
fo: thefurther planting and ſuct ouring our old Colony, bath 
ginen vs leaue to make ne w ſupplies, which wee lately ſent 
thither vnder the condud ol Chriſtopher Newport Cap» 
taine : And bath granted many gratious pꝛiuiledges, vnder 
the great Seale, to vs and to our Heirs ſoꝛ euer, that will 
adnenture oz plant in the ſald plantation: So J wich and in 
treat all wellaffeced ſubtects, ſome in their perſons, others 
in their purſes, cheerelully to aduenture, andiopntly take in 
hand this bigb and acceptable wozke , tending to aduance 
and ſpꝛead the Kingdome ol God, andthe knowledge ofthe 
truth among ſomany millions of men and women, Sauage 
and blind, that neuer pet ſaw the true light ſhine befoze tic ir 
epes, to enlighten their minds and comſoꝛt their ſoules, as 
alſo fo the bonour of our King , and enlarging of his king- 
dome, and fo2 pꝛeſeruation anddefence cf that ſmall num 
ber our friends and countrimen already planted, leaſt fo; 
want of moze ſupplies we become a ſcoꝛne to the wozld.ſub- 
letting our fo2mer aduentures to apparant ſpoile andhazard, 
and our people (as a pꝛey) to be ſackt and puld out of poſſeſſi⸗ 
en, as were the French out of Vena Francia, not ma- 


ny pers ago and which is the leſt andlaſtreſpec (it vſu n. 
15 lie 
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lie pzeferred) fozthe fingular good and benefite that wil dn⸗ 
doubtedly ariſe to this wbole Nation , aud to euerie one 
ol vs in particular, that will adyenture therein, as by true 
relation( God willing) halmake it mandeltlp appeare 


Itisknowne to the wozld, and cannot bee fozgotten, | 
that the dapes and raigne of Nueene Elizabeth, bzought 
fo2tb the bigheſt degree of wealth, bappineſle, and bonour, 
that euer @ngland had befoze her time, whereof tolet paſſe 
the particular pzaiſes, as impertinent to mppurpole, Jdoe 
onely call ts minde our Royall Fleetes and Parchants 
Shippes. (the Jewels of our land) our excellent Nauiga- 
ton, and adinirable yopages,as into all parts and round a⸗ 
bout the Globe with good ſucceſſe, to the bigh fame ana glo⸗ 
rie of our ation, ſo eſpeclally their aime and courſe was 
molt directed tothe new found wozld, to the maine land and 
infinite Mans of the Weſt Indies, intending to diſcouer 
with what conmenience to Plant and ſettle Engliſh. Colo- 
nies, in places not alreadp poſſeſſed and inhabited byſublecs- 
ofotber Chaiſtian Painces, wherein after many tedious and 
perilous aduentures, howſoener ſtrange ſeas and miſerable 
famine, had deuoured and diſtreſſed thipps and men of ineſti- 
mable value, yet were not the remnant eſcaping,ſwallowed 
vp ol deſpaire, na their hart and ſpirits daunted with leare, 
bat daily armed alreſh with inuincible courage, and greater 
refoiution({cozning to fit dalons by their laſſes) made newe 
attempts, not induring to laoko on whillt ſo huge and ſpa- 
cious countries(the fourth part ofthe wozld)and the greateſt 
and wealthieſt part of all the reſt, ſhould remaine a' wilder- 
nes,lubtect(fo; themolt part) but to wilde beaſts and fowles 
of the apze, and to ſauage people, which haue no Chziſtian, 
no2 cinilt vie o any thing; and that the ſubiects onelp of one 
Pzince Chriſtian, which but within the memozie of man bes 
gan firll to creepe vpon the face of thoſe Territozies,qnow 
by meanes of their remnants ſettled here 4 there, do therfo;e 


imagine the wozldto be theirs, houſing on alother nath 
0:8 
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ms, accounting themſelves Kings and Commanders, not 
onelym townes and places where they haue planted , but o- 
ner all other partes of America, which containe ſundzie vaſt 
and barbarons Regions, manp of which (to this dap) they 
neuer knew,noz did euer ſetieſoote iherein: which not with · 
ſtanding , il it were yeelded them as due, yet their ſtrength 
and meanes fart e infertoyr to their aſpires, will neuer l retch 
tocompaſle oz repleniſh the hundzeth part thereof: and this 
we pꝛoued true not many peares agoe, our ꝛince and theirs 
being then at open hoſtilitie, their beſt and chieleſt reſiden- 
ces were ſcattered with ſo pooꝛe and ſlender troups, that with 
bandfuls of men (at ſundzy times we tan thozow all, ſurp2i- 
zing and ſacking their ſtrongeſt fozts and townes in thoſe 
parts, and might long ſince with eaſe, following and (econd- 
ing our fozces,hane ſet them to their ſtint, 

But ſeeing we ſo paſfed bytheir dwellings, that in ſeating 
our ſelues, wee ſought not to vnſetle them, but by Gods 
mercy, after many ſtozmes , were bzought tothe Coaſt of 
Another countrie,farre diſtant andremote from their habita- 
tions: why ſhould anp frowne oꝛ ennie at it, 02 il they doe, 
why ſhould wee (negleding ſo faire an oppoꝛtunitie) fatnt 
oz feare to enlarge our ſelues, where is our ſoꝛce andaunct- 
ent vigour ! Doth our late reputation ſleepe in the duſt? No, 
no, let not the woꝛld decetue it ſelſe, we ſtillremaine the ſame, 
and vpon iuſt occaſion gtuen, we ſhall quickly ſhe w it to: ha- 
ning now by Gods bleſſing, moze meanes then euer heereto- 
foze , beeing firangly fenced where wee wonted to lie o⸗ 
pen: Dur plant, we truſt, is firmely root. d, our armes and 
limmes are ſtrong, our bzanches faire , and much deſire to 
ſpʒead themlelnes abzoad. 

But beſoe I come todilcribe this earthly Paradice, c2 
top2oue the points ol my pꝛopoſition mentioned befoze, you 
hall knowe, that tde firſt diſcouery and actuail poſſeſſion ta⸗ 
ken thereof, was in the raigne, and by the ſubicts of Henry 
the ſcuenthof England, at which time did Spaine alſo il 
couer,and by that right a doeth retaine and _—_ 

2 their 
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their Nova Hi/pania , and all other their limmits bponthat 
Coat: But that we now intend to ground vpon is amoze 
late Dilcouerie and actuall poſſeſſion, taken in the name and 
right ol Queene Elizabeth, in Anno 1584. the 1 3-of July. 
as it is tracly ſet downe in the Boke of Cngliſh Uopages, 
bylundzy Engliſh Captains and Gentlemen in that Uop- 
age, whoſe names are retoꝛded in that Diſcourſe (and many 
of which are pet lining) whereofwhen her Pateftie had true 
tafozmation , ſhe named the Countrep Virginia, and did 
afſigne to Walter Raleigh (thena Gentleman of wozth) 
power and Authoꝛitie to Plant fozxes and Colonies there, at 
his pleaſure, who franſpoztedthither in Anno 1 5 87, bythe 
conduct ol Iohn White chiefe-Leader , abone an bundzed 
men, Momen, and Childzenat onetime, andleft them there 
to Inhabite to this dap: Notwithſtanding, it is true indeede 
(as ſome map obiect.) It is now aboue twentie pceres agoe 
fincetheſe things were done, and pet euer ſinte in althis time, 
we neuer (awe oz heard of any good that bath come from 
thence , noꝛ of any hope, that might encourage vs anew to 
engage our lelues therein. 

But iet vs rigbtiy weigh the reaſons ol it, and then judge: 
Thoſe hundzed and vpwards, conducted thither by lohn 
White, and whoſe particular Names pou maplee Recozded 
intheſame Boke of Uopages , were left there, with intent 
and pzomile,to be ſupplied from England, withmoze compa- 
nies and all necefſaries , the next peere following: in de 
meane time, they were to Plant and foztifie themſelues in 
be& maner they could, and to make a Diſconerie offuch Pi-: 
nerals, and other Merchandize, as the Countrey ſhould 
pteld by nature. But as all god Actions haue their Croſſes 
and their Bane attending an ttem ſo had this: fozrhat thoſe 
which bad the Managing of a new Supply, being the next 
peere luffictently furniſhed to Sea fo2 that ende, pet moſt 
vnnaturally, being Tainted with that common 8ozrupti- 
on of time, turned their head another way, and with gree- 
die minds, bstooke themlelues whollp to hunt aſter Pillage 

vpon 
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dpon the Spaniſh Coat, where:ſprnding their men, their 
time; andpzoniſions; they were not able (being come and a⸗ 
rinedat the pozt)to make vp into the land to viſit and relieue 
their friends, but were ſoꝛced to retire fo England cgaine, 
whereby the edge of thoſe' Aduenturers that (et them ſwzth- 
was ſo abated, that this moſt honourable enterp2iſe ſo bap- 
pily begunne , was by this occaſion moſt undappily ended, 
neither had our pe countri-men left there, any meanes 
lrom tt ence to viſite vs, noꝛ in all this time to giue vs any 
4Ught of their owne effate : whereas then, il thoſe beginnings 
bad beenefsllowed as they oughf,and as bp Gods helpe we 
now entend, that country had long ũmte become a moſt roy⸗ 
all addition to the Crowne of England, and a very nurſe- 
ry and fountaine of much wealth and ſtrength to this King- 
dome. 

Mhen Chriſtopher! Columbus (the firſt bewzaper of 
this new wozld) was to make his pꝛoffer where he liked 
beff, hee choſe Henry the ſeuenth ol England, as in thoſe 
dayes the moſt woꝛtby, and beſt furntſhedfoz Nanigations, 
of all the Kings in Chꝛiſtendome : offering to inueſt his 
Maleſtie with the molt peetious and t icheſt vaines of the 
whote earth, neuer knowne befoꝛe, as he didalſo the like to 
the Kings of Poztugale and Spaine, who (as the ſtoꝛy ſaith) 
fo; bis pooze apparell and ſimple lokes,, and foz the nonelt;e 
of his pꝛopoſition, was ofmolt men accounted vaine fosle, 
and vtterly reteced: ſaue that the Dpanifh better conceiuing 
then ſome others, beganne to entertaine and make vie ol bis 
ſkill, which within theſe hundꝛed yeares, bath bzought ſoꝛth 
thoſe apparant ſctits tothe wozld as cannot be bidde. Their 
Territozies enlarged, their Nauigations encreaſcd, their 
ſubie ces enriched , and their ſupertluitie of copne ouer-ſprea- 
ding al parts of the wozld, pꝛocures their Crowne to flouriſh, 
and highly coimmenteth the wiſedome of Spame: whoſe 
quicke appꝛebenſion and ſpeedy addzeffe , pzeuented all other 
ppꝛinces: albeit ( as you know) their greatnesof 


ang together with their money and meanes, hath ty 
B 3 all 
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allChelltendame tbefefourtie yearegand ] m.. 
An this J but mention, to note the bund diffidence of 
our Euglich natures, which laugh to ſco:ne the name of 
Virg mia, and all other new pzolecs , bee they neuer ſo p20- 
bable, and willnotbeleene tilt wee ſe the effects 5; as alſo te 
ſhew bow: tapable men ought to bee, in things of great.im- 
poꝛtance, aduiſedly to take the firſt occaſions, Me reade of 
Haniball, whenchaſing home the Romanes to the gates 
ofRome,andneglecting then to ſcale the walles, could neuer 
after with all his trength and policies come neere the like 
aduantage : yet I muſt biiefely tell you nom, what Jcon- 
cetue with iop, that howſoeuer the buſineſſe of this plantatt- 
on bath beene fozmerly miſcaried, yet it is now going on in 
better way, notenterp2iſed by one oꝛ t wo pꝛiuate ſabieas , 
who in their greatneſſe of minde, ſought to compaſſe that, 
which rather beſeemeda mighty 9ztnce., (ſuch as ours) 03 
the whole State ta take in hand: foz it is not vnkno wen to 
pou all, how many Novle men of Honourable mindes, 
bow many wazthyKmgbts, Perchants, and others of ths 
beſt diſpoſition, are now iopned together in one Charter, ta 
receiue equall pꝛiuiledges, accoꝛding to (heir ſeuer all aduen · 
tures: euery man engaging his purſe, and ſome Noble-men, 
Knights and Gentlemen, intending to goe in their owne 
perſons, which J did hears to pꝛoteſt and vow, againſt anie 
people , whomſoeuer hall aup lo y lecke ta entrappe oz im- 
— pzoceedings , an vtter reuenge vpon their bodies 
— be to bee found vpon Mea o land: whereby 
we haue aſſured hope (God aſſiſting vs) to ve eſſeduallp able 
to make good againſt all, and in ſhozt time to bʒing to a moſt 
1 — —.0 
And no in diſcribumg the naturall ſeate and diſpoſition 
il che countrie it (elſe. 2 if A ſhould ſay no moe hut with 
Caleb and loſhua, T he land which we haue ſearched out 
is a very good land, if the Lord loue vs, he will bring our 
peogle to it, and will giue it vs for a poſleſsion. This 
* 
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particular obſerued, by the be# Pappes and Pꝛinted diſ⸗ 
courſes, and bp conference of ſuch as haue bene lately there 
and ſeene it, J thinke god to deliuer to ſatiſfie others: Firft 
the Uopage is not long noꝛ tedtous ſire Weekesat eaſe will 
ſend vs thither, whereas ſire Boneths ſuffice not to fome o⸗ 
ther places, wheres wee Trade: our covrſe and eis 
thozow the great Ocean, where is no feare a Rockes 82 
Flattes, noz fubiec tothe ſtreights andreffraint offozratue 
Pzinces,moftUinds that blow, are apt and fit foz va, and 
none can binder vs: ohen wee come to the Coat, there is 
tontinnall depth enough, with god Bottome foz Anchoz 
bold, and the Land is faire to tall with all, ſull ot exceltent 
god Þarbours : the woꝛld affezrsno better fo2 Ships of all 
burdens, manypleaſant Jlands great and ſmal affronting 
the Coaff: Twogadly Riuers are diſtouered winding farre 
into the Maine, the one in the Nozth part of the Land by 
our Wefterne Colonie, Knights and Gentlemen of Exce- 
ſter, Plymouth andothers : The other in the South part 
thereof by our Colonie of London: Upon which Riuer,be- 
ing both bzoad, tepe and pleaſant, abounding with ftoze of 
fiſh; our Colony haue begun to foztifie themſelnes, and haue 
built a tone, and named it (in honour of dur Aing) Iames 
tovne foureſcoze miles within land, vpon the No2th ſide of 
the Riner (as is London vpon the River of Thames )from 
wherice wee haue diſcouered the ſane Aiuer, one hundzed 
myles further into the mayne Land, in the ſearching where- 
of, they were (o rautfht with the admirable-ſtveefneſſe ofthe 
ftreame, and with the pleaſant land trending along on either 
ſide, 1 exc&ded and with great admiration they 
paifed Cod. 

Che country it ſelfe is large and great aſlaredly, though - 
as yet, no exact diſconerfe can bee made of all, It is 
alſo commendable, and hopefull enerie wap, the apze and 
clymate mot ſwerte and wholſowe , much warmer. then 
England, and verpagreable to our Natures : It is inha- 


bited with wid andlanage people , that liue and lie vy and 
downe, 
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downe in tro upes, like heards of Deare in a Fozreff: they 
bagens law but nature, their appareil ſkizmes of bheaſts, but 
moſt goe naked:the better ſo2t haue hauſes, but pooze ones, 
they haue no Arte no; Science, pet they line vndet ſuperioz 
commaund.ſucd as it is. they are generally very louing and 
gentle, ans doe entertaine and relieve our people with great 
kindneſſe : they axe eaſte to be bzought to good, and would 
fayne embꝛace a better conditian:the land yeeldeth natural⸗ 
lis foz the ſuſtentation ofman,aboundance ol fiſh, bothſcale 
and chell: ol land and water fowles,mnfinite ſtoze: of Deere, 

Rains and fallow, Stags, Caueys, and Bares, with many 
fruits and rostes good foz meate. 

There are vallepes and plaines freaming with (weets 
Sp2ings,ltke veynes in a natur all bodte: there are hills and 
mountaines making a ſenſible poffer ai hidden treaſure,ne- 
ner pet ſearched : the land is fullofmineralles , plentie of 
woods(the wants of England) there are growing goodly 
Dkes andElmes, Teech and Birch, ute, Malnut, Ce- 
dar and Firre trees, in great aboundance, the ſoile is ſtrong 
and luffie of it owne nature,and ſendeth out naturally fruſt- 
full Ames running vpon trees,andfhzubbes:tt peeldeth allo 
Rolin, Tur pentine, Pitch and Tarre, Baſſaſr as, Muibery⸗ 
trees and Sflke-wozmes, many @kinnes and rich Furres, 
many ſweete woodes;and!Dpers woodes, an* other coftly 
dyes : plenty of Sturgion, Timber foz Shipping, Palk, 
Plancke an Deale, Sope aſhes Cauiare, and what olſe we 
know not pet, becauſe out dates are yong. But ol this that J 
bane laid, il hate nature he ſo amiable in it naked kind, what 
map we hope, when Arte and Nature both ſhall ioyne, and 
firine together to gine beft content to man and beaft ? as 
now in handling the ſeuerall parts pzopounded, J ſhall ſhew 
in ozder asthep lie. 

Fo2 the firit ( if Jfo2get not my ſelle) hoo it may tend to 
aduance the Kingdome of God, by reducing ſauage people 
from their blind ſuperſtition to the light of Relig ion, when 
tom obien, wee leeke nothing lefle then the cauſe of God, 
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being led on by our owne pꝛiuate ends and ſecondly boy te 
ca i warrant a ſupplantatton ofthoſe Andfans , oz an inuaſi⸗ 

{Tothefirſt we ſay, as i np actions both good in them- 
lelues, and in their ſucceffe, haue beene perloꝛmed with badde 
intents: ſo in tdis caſe, howſoeuer our naughtines of minde 
maplwap very much, pet God may haue the honoꝛ . and bis 
Ning dome aduanced in the action done: bat yet by the wap, 
me thinks this obie dion comes in due time, and doth wel ad- 
moniſh vs, bow to rectiffe our hearts and ground our medi · 
tations befoze we begin: we doe generally applaud, and high · 
u commend the goodnes of the cauſe, and that it is ſuch a 
p2ofitable plowgh,as cuerp honeſt man onght to ſet his hand 
vnto;bothinreſpec of God and the publike god this, is our 
generall voice and we ſaptrath, fo; ſoit is. 

But wee muſt be ware that vnder this pꝛetente that bit · 
tet root of gredp gaine be not ſo ſetied in our harts, that ber⸗ 
int in a golden dꝛeame, il it fal not out pzoſentlp to our expec- 
tation, we flinke away with difcontent,and dzaw our purſes 
from the charge. any ſhew this affection, I would wiſh his 
Safenes of minde to be noted. Mhat muſt be our direction 
then, no moꝛe but this: if thou doſt once app oue the wozke , 
lay thy band to it ch&refully, and withvzaw it not till thy 
taſke bee done, at all aſſayes and new iupplies of monep be 
not lagge, noz like a dull hoꝛſe thats alwaies in the laſh, fo; 
here lies the potſon of all good attempts, when as men 
without haling and palling , will not bee daatune to perſoz- 
mante, fo2 by this, others are diſcouraged, the aaion lies vn · 
done, and the firſferpence is loſt: But are wee to loke fo; no 
gaine in the lewe of all adnentures? pes vndoubtedly, there 
is aſſured hope ol gane, as J will ſhew anon in due place, 
but lok it be not chieſe in your thoughts, Cod that hath ſaid 
vy Solomon: Caſt thy bread ypoa the waters, and after 
many daies thou ſhalt find iti de will giue the bleſſing: And 
as fo: ſupplanting the ſauages, we haue noſuch intent: Dur 
Mcruſton into their poſſeMens ſhall 1 good, 

and 
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and no way to their hurt, vel? as vnbꝛidled beaſtes, they 

pꝛocure it ts themſelues: Mee purpoſe to pzoclaime and 

make it knowne to them all, by ſome publike interpꝛetation 
that our comming thither is to plant our ſelues in their c oun⸗ 
tris: pet not to ſupplant and rote them out, but to bzing them 
from their baſe condition to a farre better: Firff, in regard 
of God the Creato2, and ol Jeſus Chʒiſt their Redemer, if 
they will beleene in bim. And ſecondlp, in reſped of earthly 
bleſſings, whereof they haue now no comſoꝛtable vſe, but in 
beaſtly bzutiſh mn aner, with pꝛomiſe to delend them againſt 
all publike and pꝛiuate enemies. Wee can remember ſince 
Don lohn Daquila with bis fo:ces inuading Ireland, a no- 
ble cinill king dome, where all (except a ſew runagates) were 
ſetled in tho truth ol Religion, and lined by wholſome la wes, 
vnder the milde gouernment of Chziſtian Kings and Pzin⸗ 
tes, long befoze his grandſiers cradle: pet hee thought it no 
robberie to pzoclaime and publiſh ta the wozld,that his com 
ming thither, was to none other end, but to free the Ration 
from their bondage, and tyꝛannous ſubiection and tobzing 
the blind ſoules to Catholike Religion: a plauſible pzetence, 
the leaſt end of bis thought. 

But it this were copned in thoſe dayes by the Pinters 
themlelues, to paſſe foz currant thozow the wozlo, howſo- 
ener baſe it was inderde, wer hope they will be as fauourable 
to our caſe, andgine as fre paſſage and allowance to our in- 
uaſion,much maze currant, and ſo farre different , as not to 
hing a people (accozding to our pꝛeuerbe) out of the frying 
panne into the fire, but to make their condition truely moze 
bappy, by a mutuall enterchange and commerce in this ſozt: 
That as to our great expente and charge, wa make aduen- 
tures, to impart our diuine riches, to (heir ineſtimable gaine, 
and to couer their naked miſerie with ctuill vſe of lade, and 
clothing, and to traine them by gentle mesnes to thoſe ma- 
nuall artes and ſk{ll, which they ſo much affect, and doe ad- 
mire to ſe in vs: ſo in lewe of this, wer require nothing at 
their hands. but a quiet reſide nee to vs and ours, . 
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ownelabour and toyle, we map wozke this god vato them 
andrecompence our 0wne atuentures, coſts and trauells in 
the ende:whercin,they ſhalbe moſt friendly welcome to con- 
fopne their labours with ours, mall caloy equall pzitil- 
ledges with vs, in whatloener good ſacceſſe, time 02 meanes 
map bzing to paſſe, To which purpoſe, wee may verily be⸗ 
leeue, that Godhathreſeryed in this laſt age oi the wozld,an 
infinite number of thoſe loſt and ſcattered ſhrepe ,to be won 
and recouered by our means, of whom ſo many as obſtinat- 
ly refuſe to vnite themſelnes vnto vs,02 ſhall maligne oꝛ di · 
ſtutbe our plantation, our chattel, oꝛ whacſocuer belonging 
to vs: they ſhall be held and reputed recuſant, withſtanding 
their owne good: and ſhall bee dealt with as enemies of the 
Common wealth ol their tountrie: wherby bow much god 
we ſhall perfo2me to thoſe that be good, and how little iniu · 
ry to any, wil eaſily appeare, by comparing our pꝛeſent hap- 
pineſſe with our fozmer ancient miſeries, wherein wee had 
continued bzutiſh,pooze and naked Baitanes to this dap, if 
Iulius Cæſar with his Romane Legions(oz ſame other )had 
not laid the ground to make vs tame andctutll, 

But foz my ſecond point pꝛopounded, the honour of our 
King, by enlarging bis a ingdomes to pꝛoue howithis may 
tendto that: no argument ol mine can make it ſo manifeſt, as 
the ſame is cleere in it ſelſe: Dintne teſtimonies ſhe l, that 
the honour ofa King conſiſteth in the multitude ol ſubies, 
and certainelpthe fate of the Jewes was farre moze glo2i- 
ous,by the conqueſts of Dauid,andvnder the ample raigne 
of Solomon, then cuer befoze 02 aſter: Che twelue Tribes 
were then all btect : the bozdering Nations tributarie,vo 
doubt a happie ſubſection to many of them: wherbp they had 
the better meanes to beleeue and know God ths C reatoz of 
heauen andear:h:Honourable J graunt is inſt Conqueſt by 
ſwozd,and Hercules is fatnedto haue bad all his felicity , in 
ſubduing and raoting out the Tyꝛants of the wozld, but vn- 
fatnedly it is moſt honozable indecde,to ſubdue the tyzanny 
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tqnozance;andleads themts delta want of light, when our 
Sommons hull be emarged, and the (:rkte qs multiplied of 
a peopieſo bought and ranſomcen not by ſtaꝛ mes of raging: 
cruelties (as weſt Judi was converted) with rapicrs point 
and Perſliet ſhot mum detiug ſomany millions of naked In⸗ 
Nins, as tteir eric s doc relate, but by faire and louing 
meanes, ſuting ts nur Enguſh natures, like that ſoft and 
gentle votee wherein the K 02d appeared to Elias: Haw hos 
1162able wil this be, in the ſight of men and ol ages to come? 
but much moꝛe gloztous in the ſight of God, when our King 
Q al come to make bis triumph in heauen. The pzophet Da- 
niel doth aſſure, thatfo2 this canqusſt of turumg manie 
vnto righteouſneile, hee ſhall ſhine as the ſtarres ſoz euer 
and euer. 

And pet this is not altthat may be ſaide, the auncient 
ta w. the lad ol Moſes ſettes it do tue, as a bleſſed thing, 
when the Pꝛince and peop's of God, ſhall bee able to lend to 
all, and neece tobozrow of none. and it added very mach ta 
the fame and wiſedome of King Solomon, which the wozld - 
came larre and neere to wonder at, in that his Aingdomes 
were repleniched with golde and filucr in abowwdance , and 
with riches dꝛought in by ſhippen, ſent pearelp loꝛt in am / 
ple trade of Mert handize, whereof wee reade not the like a- 
mong all the Kings of Iſrael, And vpon good warrant 1 
ſpeake it here in pztuate, what by thelenew diſconeries in- 
to the Meſterne partes, and aurbopefullſcting in chieſeſt 
places ef the Eaſt, with ow ſozmer knowne trades in other 
parts of the world, J doe not doubt { by the helpe of God) 
but J may line fo (ee the dayes ( ꝓarchants baue their 
due encouragement that the wiſedome, Paſeſtie, and Þo- 
nour of our King,ſhali be ſpzeadandenlargedts.the ends of 
the wozld, our Nauigatians mightily encrealed, and his a⸗ 
telkies cuſtomes moze then trobled. 

And asfoz the third gart, the releeuing aur men already 
planted, to pꝛeſerue bath them and our foꝛmer aduentures, 
A ſpall not neede to ſap much, the necclſlitie is ſo apparent, 
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that J bope no Atientur er will be wanting therein 

Dur &aufour Chriſt reſembles them that giue oucr in 
their beſt duties, to fwliſh builders, that hatung laid the ſoun- 
dation, doe graueil themſclues in the midde wapand ſo be⸗ 
come ridiculons: It had beene cxtreame madnes in the leu es 
( wben baving ſent to ipor the land that lowed w.th milke 
andhonep, and ten t two returned backe with tpLings of 
impoſli bilitte to enter ard pꝛeuaile. if then they had retyꝛed 
and lost the land of pzomiſc: No doubt, the Deuill that enui⸗ 
ed tben that enterpꝛize of theirs, doth now the like in ours, 
and we maſt make accompt. and ok to bee cncountred with 
many diſro2 2yements; par ily by our ſrit uds andneighbours, - 
(ſuih; is we vſe to ſay) will neither goe to Church noz tart ie 
at home, as alſo (which is no new thing) euen by ſuch as 
hauc dien ſent to ſpy the land, one while obieaing the charge 
will bc great, the buſineffe long, and the gaines nothing. and 
beſides. the Anakumes that dwell in the mountaines, lun 
come and pull vs gut by the eares, with ſuch uke fotertes J- 
know not what. 

But wee uml} be p;epared with Caleb and Toſua (fa 
higdlycommended) to oypoſe an extraoꝛdinarie zeale againſt 
the detraumgs ofſuch, to reſcue our enterp2ize from malict- 
ous ignoꝛance, and toftilithetr murmurings with rcp;oofe, 
foz though in oꝛdinarie and common occaſions, it be our due- 
tie to becarted with azdinarie patience, me kenes and humi- 
utie, pet to ew an excellent ſpirit, when the cauſc is woztb 
it, and in ſuco a caſe asthis,requiringpaſſing reſolution; It 
ts but our wrakeneſſe to tumble at ſtrawes, and a baſeneſſe 
tognawbponenery bonethat is caſt in our wap, which wee 
map obſerue by thoſe noble dogges of Albaniapzeſented to 
King Alexander, whoſe natures contemmed to encounter oz 
pzep vponſkely beaſts ofno valoar, but with an averflawing - 
courage fiping vpon the Lianandths Tyger, did than de- 
clare their vertue. 

And now it followes, how it canbe good fo2 this Com 


monwealth: which is line wile molt apparant many wales. 
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Firtt il we conſider what ſtrength of ſhtpping may be rap? 
ſed and maintained thente, in furniſhing our owne wants of 
ſundꝛie kindes, andthe wants ol other Nations too, in ſuch 
needlull things ariſing thence, which can hardly now be ob- 
tained from any other part ofthe wozld,as planck and tym · 
ber fo2 ſhipping, with Deale and Wainſcot,pipeſtanes and 
clabboꝛd, with ſtoꝛe of = ope alhes, whereof there grow the 
beſt woods to make them in great aboundante al which we 
may there haue, the wood loz the cutting, and the Aches foz 
the burning, which though they bee groſſe commodities, yet 
no Parchandize is better requeſted, noꝛ will ſooner peelde 
golde oz Giluer in any our bo2dering Nations, England 
and Holland alone, ſpend in theſe about thzee hundzeth thou⸗ 
ſand poundes fferling euery yeare:we map tranipozthetber 
oz vnto Hambozough, Holland, oꝛ other places, fiftie per 
centum better cheape, then from ꝛuſia 8 Polonia, from 
whence they are onely now to be bad, where alſo the woods 
are ſo ſpent and waſted, that from the place where the wood 
is cut and the aſhes burnt, they are bzought by land atleaſt 
two hundꝛed miles toſhip, Andfrom thence we map baue 
Iron and Copper alſo in great quantitie, about which the 
expente and waſte of woode, as alſo foz building ol S hippes, 
will be no hurt, vut great ſeruice fo that countrey:the great 
fuperfluity whereof, the continuall cutting downe in manie 
bundzed yeares, will not be able to onercome, whereby will 
likewiſe grow a greater benefite to this land, in pzeſeruing 
our woodes and tymber at home, ſoinſinitely and without 
meaſure, vpon theſe actaſions cutte downe, and falne to 
ſuch a ſickeneſſe and waſfing conſumption,as all thephyſi 
in England cannot cure. | 
Wee doubt not but to make there in few yeares foze of 
good wines, as any from the Tanartes, by replanting and 
making tame the Uines that naturally grow there in great 
Aabundance,onely ſend men of ſkill to doe it, and Copers to 
make caſke,andhoopes fo2 that and all other vſes, ſoʒ which 
there is wood enough at hand. 1

Noua Britannia. 


There are Dilke-wo2mes, and plenty of Pulderte-trees, 
whereby Ladies, Gentlewomen and litle childzen, (beeing 
ſet in the wap to doe it) may bee all imploied with pleaſure, 
in making Silke, comparable to that of Perſia, Turkey, oz 
any other. Me may bzing from thence @turgion, Caatare, 
and new land ach of the beſt. There grows hempe foz Coz⸗ 
dage, an excellent commoditte , and flare fo2 linnen cloth; 
which beeing ſowen and well manured, in ſuch a clymate and 
fertile ſople, will make great benefite, and will put downe 
that of other conntries, 

And fo2 the making of Pitch, Tarre, Turpentine, Sope⸗ 
aſhes, Deale, Mainſcott, and ſuch like, wee haue alreadie 
pꝛouided and ſent thither ſkillſull woꝛkemen from Foꝛraine 
parts, which map teach and ſet ours in the wap, whereby we 
map ſet many thouſands a wozke , intheſe and ſuch like ler⸗ 
uſces, 

Foz as tolde you befoze,there muſt be Art and induſtry 
with other helps and meanes extended, with a little pacience 
to bzing theſe things to paſſe, wee muſt not looke to reape 
with ioy, except weſow in teares: The aboundance of King 
Salomons golde and ſiluer, did not raine from heauen vpon 
the heads ol his lubiecs: but heavenly pꝛouidence bicſſed 
bis Nautgations and publike affapzes, the chicfe meanes of 
their wealth, 

Experience hath lately taught vs by ſome of onr neigh⸗ 
bour Pzouinces, how exceedingly it monnts the State of a 
common wealth, to put fazth Nanigation;if it were poſſible) 
into all parts and coꝛners ot the wozld,to furniſh our owne 
wants, and alſo to ſupply from one Aingdome to another, 
ſuch ſeuerall nerdefull things, as foz wantof ſhipping and o⸗ 
ther meanes they cannot furniſh of themlelues, foz this will 
ratſe experience, and men ol ſkill, as alſo ſtrength at Sea and 
land, with honour, wealth, and riches, returning ſtill to the 
beads and Fountaines, from whence their firſt occaſions - 


w. 
3 Wee map but loke a little backe, and wee ſhall ſee what 
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A novice our nation was within theſe firſcoze peeres; in 
caſe of Fozraing trave, not knowing whence tofetch , no 
which wap to tranſpoꝛt, but onely to ſans marte oz ſtaple 
towne , within two dates ſailing, and that was counted ſa 
great a matter then, that thereſme they were called Pac- 
chant aduenturers, andthe great Þulkes of Italy, which in 
thoſe dates bzought ſpices Cozants and ſuch like, and landes 
at Southampton, (the Sto ehouſe then foz Parchandize ) 
are Chzonicled foz wonders in our Engliſh wtozies, fo; in- 
deede we knew no better then, but were content (as babes) 
with Eaſterlings on the one hand 4 Lumbardson the other, 
which were continuall Liegers in London, and fed vs as 
they liſted. 

And take this euer as a rule, that Domeſticke Parchan- 
dizing bzings fozth but pooze effectsin a Cammon wealth, 
whereof Jneed:dnot haue ſhe wed example further then our 
one doozes, 

What was the caſe of England befoze the golden daies 
of Nucene Elizabeth at whoſe comming to the crowne,the 
Hate of Parchants was ſo pe and meane that renting out 
Her cufomes in wardes, but at a very lowe rate, pet it 
b;ought the farmer vpon his kntes. 

A man that markes the difference, and ſhall compare 
hole times and thele together, ſhall thinke it were (mpoſſi- 
ble, (vnletle bis knowledge taught him ofherwile) that the 
dapes and raigne of one Elizabeth, whoſe hand was euer 
lending, todiſtreffed neighbour P2tnces, and ber ſwozd vn- 
Heathedcontimally, feyulng ſozratne enemies, ſhould yet 
.releeneand raiſe the ate of her cuſtomes, the ſtrength of 
her Raule and the condition of her people, enery wap ſeuen 
Foldto that they were befsze, onely by encouraging the rop- 
all trade ol Parchandize, as wee ſee it this dap apparant : 
Let God haue the honour , and bleſſed be ber memo, and 
the memoxall of thoſe managers of State in der dates, foz 
their wozthp counſells, many of which though they now 
Hepe,andrelt with their Soueraigne jnpeace, — 
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ffllremaſne,and do ſacceede in place, where long may they 
Tand and their ſede after them, like the Pillars and M oꝛ⸗ 
tbies of King Dauid , to ſhielde the head and honour of our 
Solomon, and ſtill to vphold and enlarge our happineſſe fo; 
euer : and this J am dztuen to ſpeake and mention by the 
way, where J meant it not. in regard of ſome which vpon a 
diſaſter beginne to ware weary of all, diſcouraging them- 
ſelues and others, from this ond all other fozreme adnen- 
tures:to let them know, that each thing hath encreaſe,from 
whence it had beginning: and to put our ſelues in mind, that 
wee faile not in furthering thoſe cauſes that bzing fozth ſuch 


Another inſtance might be ſhe wed in one particular which 
taxeth verp much our Engliſh Nation, and all the Sub:eas 
of our ſoueraigne ting, that entoying ſuch plentte of wod⸗ 
lands, and fruitfull ſoiles, within england, Scotland, Jre- 
land and Wales: yet our want of induſtry to bee ſuch, that 
Netherlanders which haue not a ſtick of wod growing noz 
any landfo2 ſowing , ſhould ſurpaſſe and goe bepond vs in 
continual plenty of cone and ſhipping,me thinks the refoz- 
mation bereofſhould iind moze favour at onrhands, th t in 
ſuch points of cinil pollitie, no people of leſſex meanes ſhould 
caſt vs ſo bebinde, and each well minded man ſhould lend his 
helpe to heale and cure ſuch ſtaines and ſcarres in the face of 
our ſtate as being viewed and waped well, may very well 
make vs bluſh. 

And now to our pꝛeſent buſineſſe in hand, which ſo many 
tumble at. in regard ofthe continuall charge, J would haue 
them know, that it cannot be great noꝛ long, as the vuſmeſſe 
map be handled, Two things are eſpetially required herem, 
people to make the plantation, and money to furniſh our pꝛe⸗ 
ſent pꝛouiſlons, and ſhippings now in hand: Foz the firſt we 
neede not doubt, our land abounding with warmes of idle 
perfons , which hauing no meanes of labour to releæue their 
miſery, doe like wiſe warme in lewd and naughtie pzactiſes, 
ſo that if we lecke not fome _ foz their loꝛreine 9 
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ment, wee mult pzouſde thoztly moze pꝛiſons and coredi⸗ 
ons lo their bad conditions, ſoꝛ it fares with populous com- 
mon weales, as with plants and trees that bee to ſrolicke, 
which not able to ſuſtaine and feede th ir multitude of bꝛan ; 
ches, do admit an engrafting of their buds and Diences into 
ſome other ſoile, ac ounting it a benefite foz pzeſeruation of 
their kind, and a diſburdening their ſtocke of thoſe ſuperflu- 
ous twigs that ſucke away their nouriſhment. Ind we ſhal 
find that bence it was , the Gothes and Uandalles with os 
ther barbarous nations,ſ&ing an onerflowing ol the ir mul⸗ 
titudes at home, did therefo2e ſend their Arm .es out as ras 
ging floods at ſundꝛie times, to couer the faces of Spain, Jta- 
ly and other P2 ouinces, to ſcœ their owne frompeſtering : 
fo that pouſee it no new thing, but moſt p2ofitable foz our 
State, to rid our multitudes of ſuch as lie at home, peſtering 
the land with peſtilence and penurp, and inleaing one ano- 
ther with vice and villanie, wozſe then the plague it ſelfe : 
whole very miſeries daiues many of them, by meanes to be 
tutte ait, as bad and wicked members oz elſe both them and 
theirs to be reliued, at the common charge of others. 
- Pet Jdoe not meane, that none unt ſuch vnſound mem⸗ 
bers, and ſuch pooze as want their bzead, are fitteſt ſoꝛ this 
implopment: fc wee intend to haue of euerp trade and pꝛo⸗ 
feſſion, both honelk, wile and painefull men, whereof our 
land and Citie is able to ſpare, and furniſh many(as we had 
experience in our laſt ſending thither) which will be glad to 
goe,and plant themielues ſo happily , and their childzen after 
them, to holde and keepe confo2mitte , with the lawes, lan« 
guage and religion of Eagland foz euer, * 

Touching whtch, J doe earneſtly admoniſh yon to be- 
ware and ſhunne thaee kindes of people: the firſt, a moſt 
vile minded ſozt, andfoz the moſt part badde members of 
this Citie, by ſome meanes ſhaken out of their honeſt cour- 
ſes, and now ſhifting by their wittes, will bee alwates des 
ailing ſome vnbappines to wong the plantation: ſuch as 
dall beate their bzalnes,and ſeeks by lying ſuggeſtions; vn- 
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der colour ol good pꝛetence to the Common-wealth to in. 
fringe our aunclent liberties and would (if they were not 
mette wit hall and curbed byauthoꝛitie) make a monopoly to 
themlelnes, of each thing after other, belonging to the free- 
rome of enery mans pꝛol:ſſion the very wzack of Perchan- 


dizing. 

Mhbe lecond ſoꝛt are papiſts, pꝛoſeſſed o Recuſant ol which 
I would not one, ſeaſened with the leaſt taint of that leaven, 
to be ſetled in cur plantation, noꝛ in any part of that country, 
but if once perceiue?, ſuch a one, werde him out, and ſhip him 
bomefaz England fo: they will tuer bee plotting and conſpi- 
ring, to root pou out if thep can,bowſoener they ſweare flat- 
ter,andequiuocate, bꝛleeue them not: keepe onely theſe two 
examples in minde, 

Watſon the Seminarie pꝛieſt in bis pzinted Quodlibets: 
he, ofall other men pꝛoteſteth the greateſt truth and fidelity 
to his Pꝛince and countrep; obieqing all the bloudy plottes 
and treaſons, to haue come from the combination of leſuits, 
and ſrom Parſons that Arch-Atheiſt in chtefe, but as foz 
bimſelle, hee wiſhed no longer to line and bzeath, then the 
thoughts ol his hart ſhouid be true and vpꝛight to his pztince 
and Countrep: Notwithſtanding, this Watſon was the 
bery firſt wzetch of all other, that hadhis hand in treaſon a- 
— our King, and reapt his reward accozding to his 

The other example is a Popiſh Pamphlet, called the Lay 
Catholikes Petition, offered to his Pateſtie ſoz tolleration 
of Poperp, pꝛoteſting line wile their fidelitie and vafained 
loue to his Pateſtie, offering to be bound liſe foz life with 
good ſuerties foz their lopall behauiour: happy men had we 
beene to baue taken their bonds, (no doubt) fo2 euen at that 
fmlkant, when this petition was erhibiting, the chiele heads 
ol thoſe lay Catholikes, were then labouring with all their 
might, to vndermine the Parliament houſe, to ſhake the 
Willers, and the whole frame of the Kingdome to ſhi⸗ 
ners · 
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And which is moꝛe, there is newly diſperſed an idle diſs 
tourſe againſt an honozable perſmage of this Land, by a 
Papiſ,that termes humſelſe a Cxtholilie Diuine, defending 
Garnet the popiſh Pꝛieſt; ſaping, ttere was nothing againſt 
him at his arcaigaement, but onely: his acquaintance with 
the Powder plotte: which{ſaith hec) beeing reuealed vnto 
him in auricular confeſſ.on, hee might not therefoze by the 
{awe and right of Cathalike religion, diſcloſe noꝛ make it 
knowne, 

Mou like you theſe Catholikes and this djainitie? il they 
grow ſs bold and deſperate in a mighty ſetied State, howe 
much moze daugerous in the birth and inlancie of pours ? - 
Cheretoꝛe if pou will liue and p2ofper, harboꝛ not this vipc- 
rous bʒode in pour boſome, which will eat out and conſume 
the wombe of their mother. 

The third ſoꝛt to auoide, are euill affected Magiſtrates, 

a plague that God himſelfe complaines of by the Pꝛophet 
Iſaiah: O my people, they that leade thee, cauſe thee to 
erte. Touching which, J am no lo abie to ſpeake ens 
ough, fo2 herein lies the very life of all: let no partialitie pze- 
ferre them. vnleſſe they be wezthy men; il they be papiſts oz 
popichly minded; if pzophane Atheiſts, contemning God 
and his woꝛd, turning religion to policp, vnchaſte, idle, ambi⸗ 
tious, pꝛoud and kyʒannous, fo2getting their allegiance to 
their Ring, and duetp to their country, neglecting their com- 
miſſion of imployment, aduancing vilee and vitions perſons 
like themſelues, and baſely vſing thoſe that bee vertuous, 
godly, and well affected: then loke ſoz no bleſſing noz aſſi- 
Kance of God, but miſery, croſſes, and confuſions in all wes 
take in hand: but in men of knowledge, and religious educa, 
tion, there is euer found true humulitie, temperance ans iu - 
ſtice, ox ned with confidence, valour and nobte courage, ſuch 
as was in Moſes the man ef God, whole tuſtice exceeded, 
and courage was incomparable, and pet the mekef man 
that went vponthe earth: tenne ol ſach will cbaſe an hun- 
Ned: no aduerſitie can make the m deſpapʒe, their pʒouident 
care 
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care wit ener be to repulſe iniurtes, and repꝛelle the inſolent, 
to encourage tie painełul and beſt minded, to employ the idle 
to ſome honeſt labours, and to releeue with mercy andcom- 
n the molt leeble, weakeſt and meaneſt mem; 


And as foz the generall ſoꝛt that ſhall goe to bee planters, 
bee they neuer lo paze, ſo they be honeſt, and patnc full, the 
place will make them rich: all kinde of Artificcrs wee mult 
firſt implov, are Carpenters, Dbip-wzights, Baſons, Saw 
pers, B2ichemakers , Bzicklavers, Plowmen, Sowers, 
Planters Fiſhermen, C opers, Smiths, Mettel⸗ men Tap- 
lers, Turners, ant ſuch like to make and ſitte all neceſſaries, 
- Fozcomfozt and vſe ol the Colony, and ſoꝛ ſuch as are of no 
trades it they bee induſtrious; they ſhall haut there implop⸗ 
ment enough, fo2 there is a woꝛld of means to ſet many thou⸗ 
lands a wozks, partly in ſuch things as J mentioned befoze, 
and many otherp;ofitable wozkes, to; no man mult live i⸗ 
dle there, 

And by this imploiment, we maphappily ſtop the courſe 
of thoſe Jrregalar youths ofno religion, that daily run (rom 
vs to Rome and Rhemes fo2 rrhibitton , which after a little 
hammering and trapning there by Parſons and bis Jmpes, . 
they become pliable fo the impꝛeſſion of auy villany what- 
loeuer. as appe ares by their poſitions and pzactiſes at home 
and abꝛoad. — 

And hereby our Marriners ſhall not lie idle noꝛ our ©w- 
ners ſell their ſhips foꝛ want of freight : yon know how ma⸗ 
np god ſhips are dailpſolde,and made away tofo2retne nati- 
ons: how many men foz want ofimploiment, betake theme 
ſelnes to Tunis, Spaine and Florence, and to ſerue in courſes - 
not warrantable, which would better befeeme, our owne 
walles and bozdersto bee ſpzead with ſuch bzanches, that 
thetr natiue countrep, and not foꝛreine P2inces, might reaps 
thetr fruit, as beeing both exquiſite Namgatozs, and reſolute 
men foz ſeruice, as any the woꝛld affw;os. 

Melee intens to Plant * willing ** 
3. * 
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of Sugar Canes, os which the ſoyle and clymate is very apt 
and fit; alſo Linſeed,and Rapeſ&ds to make Olles, which be - 
tauſe the ſoyleis ſtrong x coeape, map there be ſowed and (be 
ops made to great benefite: wee mult plant alſo D2enges, 
Limons, Almonds, Anniſeds, Rice, Cummin,Cotten wal, 
Carowey ſæds, Ginger, Padder, Dltties, Ozis, Sumacke 
and many ſuch like, which A cannot now name, al very good 
Parchandize,and will there grow and increaſe, as well as in 
Italy oz any other part of the ſtreiguts, whence wee fetch 
them now. And in ſearching the land, there is vnvoubted 
hope of finding Cochinell, the plant ofrich Indico, Gratne- 
berries, Beaner Pydes, Pearles, rich Treaſure, and the 
South lea, leading to China, with many other benefices 
which our day⸗ light will diſcouer. 

But of all other things, that God hath denied that com 
trie, there is want of Sheepe to make woollen cloth, and this 
want ol cloth, maſt alwates bee ſupplied from England, 
whereby when the Colony is thoꝛowly increaſed, and 1h 
Indians bzought to our Ciuilitie, (as they wil in ſhozt time) 
At will cauſe a mighty vent of Engliſh clothes,a great bene- 
fit to our Nation,andratiling againe of that auncient trade 
of clothing, ſo much decaped in England: whoſe lifting 
bp againe(me thinkes I ſee apparantly appzoching, by the 
good diſpoſitions of our belt ſozt of Citizens, who willing- 
ly gage themlelues to vndertake all new diſcoueries, as 
into this of the Melt, and bythe Nozth Weſt to finde out 
China. Andvntothe Eaſt beyond the Cape, into tbe Red 
Sea, the gulle of Perſia, the ſtreights of Sunda, and among al 
the Kings of India, loʒ the good and honour of our Nation: 
Ehich calles to minde, a blinde ÞP2opheſie in one of the Si- 
bells, that befoze the ende ol the wozld there ſhall be a dil 
conerie of all Nations : which ſhall come to bee knowne 
and acquainted together, as one neighbour with another, 
which Ince the confuſion of tongues haue lyen obſcure 
and hid. 

Wat hoe that bes ret den good mmh a ref 
VEELLSY 
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ons, doe ſernefo2 imitation to others, and do deſerue aſſared- 
ly the beſt encouragement , whereby wee ſhall not (till be- 
take our ſelues to ſmall andlittle Shipping ( 1as wee dap- 
ly doe beginne) but ſhall reare againe ſuch Barchants 
Shippes both tall and ſtout , as no Foꝛreine Saple that 
ſwimmes ſhall make them vaile oz foope:wherby to make 
this little Roztherne co2ner of the woꝛld to be in ſhoꝛt time 
— Stoze-houle and Staple lo Parchandize in all 
urope. 

The ſecond thing to make this plantation is money, to 
be raiſed among the aduenturers ; wherein the ſooner and 
moze deeply men engage themſelues,thcir charge wil be the 
ſhozter, 4 their gaine the greater, as in this laſt point which 
A haue to ſpeake fo2 the good of each particular Aduenturer. 
I will make it plaine. 

Firſt pou ſhall vnderſtand, that his Maieſtte hath graun- 
ted vs ancnlargement ol our Charter, with many ample pꝛi⸗ 
uiledges, wherein we haus Knights and Gentlemen of god 
place: Namedfoz the Kingscounſell of Virginia togouerns 
vs : As alſo euery Planter and Aduenturer ſhall bee inſer - 
tedin the Patent by name : This ground being laide, wee 
purpoſe pꝛeſently to make ſupply of Pen Momen and chil- 
dzen(ſomanp as we can) to make the Plantation. Wee 
call thoſe Planters that goe in their perſons to dwell there : 
And thoſe Adventurers that aduenture their money and go 
not in perſon, and both do make the members of one Colo 
nie. Me do account t welue pound ten ſhillings tobe a ſin⸗ 
gle Hare atuentured. Cuery ozdinaryman oz woman, if 
they will goe and dwell there, and euery Childe abonetenne 
peares, that ſhall be caried thither to remame, halbe alow- 
ed fozeach ol their perſons a ſingle ſhare, as i they had ad⸗ 
nemured twelue pound ten ſhillimgs in money. Euer yextra⸗ 
oꝛdinarie man, as Diuines, Gouernozs, Yiniſters of ſkate 
and Juſtice, Knights, Gentlemen Phyſitions, and ſuch as be 
meu of wozth foz ſpetiall ſeruices are all ta goe as planters, 
and to executethet legerallunaions inthe Colonle,andaro 
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to be maintained at the common charge, and are to reteiue 
their Ditndent (as others doe) at ſeuen ye ares end. and they 
are to be agreed with all befoze they goe, and to be rated by 
the Conncell,accozdingto the value of their perſous: which 
ſhalbe ſet downe and Regiſtred in a booke, that it map al- 
waies appeare what people haue gone to the Plantation,at 
what time they went. and how their perſons were valued ; 
And like wiſe, if any that goe to bee planters will lap downe 
money to the Treaſurer, it hall bee alſo regiſtred and their 
ſhares inlarged accozdingly,be it foz moze oz leſl. Al charges 
ofſetling and maintaining the plantation, and a making 
ſappites.ſhall be boꝛne in a ioint ſtock ol the aduenturers lo 
ſeuen yeares after the date of our new enlargement: during 
which time there ſhal be no aduenture, noꝛ gods returnedin 
pꝛiuate from thence, neytheir by Maſter Parriner, Þlan- 
ternoz paſſenger, they ſhal be reſtrained by band andſearch, 
that as we ſupplte from hence to the ]Þlanters at our owns 
charge all necefſaries fo2 food andapparel.foz foztifping and 
dullding ofhouſes in a toynt ſtock, ſo they are alſo to returne 
krom thence the encreaſe and fruits of their labours, fo; the 
die and aduancement of the ſame ioynt ſtocke, till the end of 
ſenenyeares 2: at which time wee purpoſe(God willing )ta 
make a diuiſlon byCommiſſioners appointed, of al the lands 
graunted vnto vs by his aieſtie, to euery of the Colonie, 
accoꝛting to each mans ſeuerall aduenture, agreing with 
our Regiſter booke, which wee doubt not will bee fa euer⸗ 
re of twelue pound tenne ſhillings, fine hundzed acres at 
Sew if any thinke that we ſhal be tyed to a continual 
charge, of making new ſuppliesfoz ſeuen yeares, let them 
concoiue thus much, that if woe doe it thozowipatthe firl, 
by engaging ourſelnes at once, in furuiſhing many men and 
other meanes :aſſurediy after the ſecond yeate the retutnes 
from thenee wil be able with an auer ⸗ plus, to make 
at large, ſo that our purſes ſhalbe freed, and the auer / nus of 
cock will allo grow togreatnes, which ock is alſo(as the 
land) to be diuided equally at ſeven yeares end 93 * 
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ollen as the company ſhall thinke fit foz the greatnes of it, to 
make a Diuident. 

And as bpthis we ſhall be ſone freed from charge and 
cxpence,ſothere grows a grt ater benefit to the planters (by 
beowing their labours chercfyully) to make returns of 
pthe ſooner they ſi eeing vs from diſburſ- 
ments, thc moze our ſhares andpoztions will be leſſened in 


no diſcouragement; any wap, iſmen will be capable 
to doe themſelues god. But i wee will beſos wiſe to linger. 
and lie in the winte, to heare what newes, to bzing in our 
Stocke ni xt peare and when we are behinde foz foure 82 fius 
Aduentures, we tome dꝛopping in with one oz twa and ſtill 
runne in arrerages fo2 twice ſo much: ( Fo2 J know many 
that wonldbting in locke amongſt vs, but they lie ont to lie 
Bhat ſucceſſe fit ſt: and vpen ſuch like termes. As tt is — 
tleman-luke oꝛ Marchant like, in truth it is paultry, 
ſuch as would bzing all to naught, i we ould bee ſo — 
to, and Itell pautrue, ous ſingie ſhares wil make but a hun 
gry Plantation, i we doe not at te leaſt double them nom: 
and there ſoʒe I v2ge it the maze; fo2 that the very life of all 
is now intl e beginning by making our ſupplies thoroughly, 
and thence will our gaines arte both ſoner and certame. 
pet Jgraunt that others may come in hi reaſter at anp 
time, epthcr to aduenture s perſon oz money , 02 both, but 
if there be ſpent one pere of the ſcuen hefoze he comes in 
ber that comes in with the firſt call not wit hſtanding 
peare behinde in ſupplies, they ſhall be both allke ſhote ned in 
a ſcnenth part ol the Diuident both of ſtocke and lands, and 
two peeres bebinde, then ſhoꝛtned two ſeuenths, and it but 
ſixe moneths, vet a fourteenth part ,fo2 cuery men is Regt- 
ſtered acco2ding to the time, his money oꝛ perſon beganne to 
aduenture, oꝛ made (apply, ſo that they Which come late get 
not the tert of tboſe that boze the firſt bunt of tbe buſines, 
"ny this will neither aduantage = that withholds noz hin- 
der 
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der dim that is foz ward-foz whatſoencr fallesfrom him that 
is lack, will be found of him that ſuppltes in due time. But 
ruery man that comes in now in the firſt ol theſe ſeven peers 
and hal after wards vpon al occaſions perfozm ir due time, 
euery twelue pound ten ſhillings ſo bzought in ſhall bee ac- 
counted anentice ſingle ſhare, and ſhall recetue accozdingly 
without abzidgement, as it had bene b2ought in, when 
the cnterp2izc firſt began, and not otherwiſe, 

And as fo2 the diviſions of landes at ſenen pecres ende 
which ( ſome may objec) will be little wozth and vnequally 
d-uided: let them vaderſtand, that nd man ſhall haue his lot 
entirely in one plate, to be al of the beſt, oꝛ al of the woꝛt, but 
each man ſhall haue p2opo2tionably to his aduentures, in 
th: oz foure diſtinct differences, that map bee made in the 
gednes 02 badnes of the croundes by Commiſſioners e- 
quailychoſen bp the Aduenturers here, and the Planters 
there; and as fozthe value and little wozth now, of thoſe 
grounds in Virginia, we know that in England within 
theſe thirty oz fo2tie peeres, the perely rent of thoſe grounds 
(in many plates) were not wozth fine ſhillings, that now do 
gn — and moꝛe. 

And holnſoeuer thoſe grows in Virginia are now but 
uttle wozth indeede, pet time and meanes will make them 
better, conũdering how they paſfe our grounds in England, 
both in regard of the loile and clymate, fitte foz many pꝛeti- 
ans vies: And alſo in hum many ſeuerall places we purpoſe 
plant our Colony. and nat to beſtow our coſts vppon 
towne onely, and vpon the grounds lying therea- 
bout, and to let al the reſt lie barren : foz ſeeing bis Pateſtie 
bath graunted to our Colony as much circuite of ground as 
all England almoſt᷑. we purpoſe (God willing) if wee may 
be ſupplied with ſufficient meanes) to ſettle out of hand, fire 
92 ſeuen plantations moꝛe, al vpon, oʒ neare our matn-riner, 
as capital tones, twenty miles eac hłrom other, and euery 
plantation ſhall manure and huſband the lands and grounds 
leing nere vato it, and alottedfoz the circyite thereof, — 
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ſhall all endeuour ſoꝛ a ioynt ſtocke, and ſhall be fill ſuppli⸗ 
td ſtom hence with moꝛe money and pꝛotuſious, and againſt 
any pud.ike intury ſhalt ve ready to vnite, and io ne them⸗ 
ſemes together. and by tdis mea es wee ſhall come to haue 
our Dundent in landes of woꝛth and well manured, which 
will be eyther bought oz renteb of vs at a good value by the 
plant:rs, o2 bpluch ae intend hereafter to inhab:te there, as 
alſo bp theſe ſeueral plantations (u ich happly one place bet- 
ter fitting then another) wee fhall bzing loꝛth moze ſcuerall 
ſozts of Parchandize,and be allo better ſoꝛtfied:and beides 
the Planters will be in ſuch hope to haue their owneſhares 
and habit atione in thoſe lands, which tbep haue ſg buſvaud- 
ed, that it will cauſe contendmgandemulation among them, 
which ſhall bzing foozth the moſt pzofitable and beneficiall 
fruits fo2 the topnt ſtocke. 

Wherebp vndoubtedly, we ſhall be ſoone fred from fur- 
ther ex pence, our gaines will grow and sur ſtocke encreaſe, 
we ſhall fell our tym der, ſa w our planck, and quickly make 
good ſhipping there, and ſhallreturnefrom thence with god 
implopment,an hundzed ſaile of good Shippes pearely, all 
which good and much moze, wee ſhall withſtand and bꝛing 
dur (clues into a labozinth,if wee pinch and ſpare our purſes 
now: therefozenot to holde pou longer with many wozdes, 
(bein x neere Exchange time as J take it) remember what 
I haue ſaid in pꝛouing mp pꝛopoſition, and take my conclu- 
fionin a woꝛd 82 two, 

Ding our pꝛouocations areſo many, our cauſe and title 
good, auaunt all tale ozacles that ſeeke to bar vs: The wiſe» 
dome of the wiſeſt ſaith in theſe caſes , V V hatſocuer thy 
hand ſhall find to doe, do it with all thy might. 

Our fozefathersnot looking out in time, loft the pzimee 
and faireſt pꝛoſſer ofthe greateſt wealthm the wozld, and 
we taretheir omiſſion foz it, yet now it falles out, that wee 
their childzen are tryed in the like, there being pet an excel · 
lent poztion left, and by Diuine pꝛouidence offered to our 
choice, which (ſeeing we haue —_— embzace,)letit * 
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be accomnfedhereafter, As uptize in the hands of fooles, 


that had no hearts to vſe ĩt. 

Che honour of our nation is now very great v bis Þ.1- 
teſties meanes and wee bis ſublecs cannot enlarge and vp- 
hald it be zazing o i, and talking what hath bæene dane, but 
by dong that good, which m iy bee commmended hereafcer,if 
we ſitte till and let lip occaſions, we ſhall gather ruſt, and 
doe bnfeather our awne wings, committing the folly of the 
wiſeRomanes heerein.that in time of their glozy, lowing 
with the Canqueſtes and ſpoiles of the wozld, a1dbauing 
atten the Goddeſſe Victoria to Rome, they clipt her 
wings andſet her vp among their Gods, th it he might 
take her flight no moꝛe, as ſhee had foꝛmerly done from the 
Gaetians aud others, and ſo effeminating their valour with 
— and lecuritp, it bzought confuſion and ruine to their

„ Keenotſch a pzize of hopefulleuents , ſo lately par? 
chaſed by thehazardofour valiant men. in thedepe Seas ol 
koꝛreine dangers, now perith in the Hauen by our neglect, 
the lines of our friends already planted, and of thoſe: noble 
KnlghtsandGentlemen that entend to goe ſhoꝛtip, mult lie 
at aur mercy to be releued and ſupphed by hs oꝛ to be made 
à pꝛep vnts others (thougv wee feare not the ſabiecs ol anp 
ꝛince in amitp, that they will offer w:ang vato vs:) And 
bowſocucr'we beare tales and rumours of this and that, pet 
be not diſmaid, foꝛ J tell yon, if we find that any miſcreants 
haus w2onged,02goe aboufto hurt our few hundzeds there, 
me ſhall he ready to right it againe with manp thouſands;:

— — that great wozke of freeing the pe 
Indiatframtd deudurer, a compaſſlon that euery guad 


man (bat paſſuig by) would che w vnt6 a beaſt : their chil- 
dꝛen wheathep come to be ſaued, will blefſe the dap when! 
elf their fathers ſaw pour faces, 

Al thole vndaunted Engliſh and Scattich W 
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that ſo often ventured their lines, and ſpilt their blood to re 
conquer Paleſtina from the Turks and Sarazens, had ſeen 
the gappe ſo open in their daies, and the way leading to ſo 
manp godly purchaſes, certainely it had not now biene left 
fo; vs to doe. How ſtrange a thing is this that al the States 
of Europe haue bee a fleepe ſo long: that fozan hundꝛed 
peres and moꝛe, the wealth and riches of the Caſt and Me it 
thould runne no other current but into one coffer,ſo long til 
the running ouer, ſpꝛeadit ſelfe abundantly among a faci- 
ous crew ofnewcreated Friers, and that to no moze ſpect- 
allend,then with inſtigating blody plots to pterce the heart 
ofa Chziſtian State andtrue Religion, 

It is long ſince J read in a little treatiſe, made by Frith 
an Engliſh Partpꝛe, an excellent fo2etelling touching the 
happineſſe of theſe Roztherne Jlands, ond of great won- 
ders that ſhould bee wꝛought by Scots and Engliſh, befoze 
the comming or; Chꝛiſt, but J haue almoſt fozgotten, and 
cannot readily call it to mind as J would and therefoze J 
omitte it now, Pꝛoteſting vnto you. it would bee my grieſe 
andſozrow , to bee exempted from the company of ſo many 
honoꝛable minded men, andfrom this enterpꝛiſe, tending to 
ſo many god ends, and then which, J truely thinke this day, 
there is not a wozke ol moze excellent hope v:der the Sun, 
and karre extelling (all circumſtances w ed) thoſe Noble 
deeds ol Alexander, Hercules and thoſe hꝛeathen Ponarks, 
ſoʒ which thep were deemed Gods among their poſterity. 

And ſo J leane it to pour conſideratſon, with a memoꝛable 
note of T homas Lord Howard Earle of Surry. when R. 
Henry the eight, with his Nobles at Douer toke ſhipping 
foz Tur win 4 Turney,amd bidding the ſaid Carle farewel, 
whom be made (Gouernsur in his abſence , the Stoꝛp fapth 
the Nobleman wept, and toke his leaue with teares au ad- 

mirable god nature in a vallant minde, greeuing 
to be left behinde his Pꝛince and Peeres in 
ſuch an honourable ſeruice.
